LATEST DESPATCHES FROM THE CRIMEA. 


While the letters from the camp extend only to the 
13th of December, telegraphic news comes down to the 
28rd. Under date December 18, General Canrobert 
thus telegraphs :—

OBITUARY. 


On the 19th of December, Major-General Henry 
William Adama, C. B., died at Scutari, from the effects 
of the wounds which he received in the battle of Inker- 
mann, on the 5th of November.

SUMMARY. 

E1¢HTeEN-Firty-FivE opens upon a scene of 
suspended strife, but of gloom and anxiety.

PEACE PROGNOSTICATIONS. 


We begin to hope, almost to expect, that we 
shall see an end of the war before the year closes. 
We no reliance on the moderation of Russia 
—we have still less faith in her humiliation. We 
count not much on the co-operation of Austria. 
Prussia we put entirely out of the question. Se- 
bastopol may be taken and destroyed, or it may 
not—we begin to suspect that, so far as the issues 
of the war are concerned, it is a matter of no great 
consequence. Our solemn and deliberate con- 
viction is, that, the war, as we feared from the 
beginning, is not intended to eventuate in a larger 
measure of popular freedom, either at home or 
abroad—the conduct of it we believe to be with 
Governments that have no sympathy with what 
have been contemptuously designated, “ 
nationalities”—and so soon as the continuance of 
the war is found to be more threatening to, than 
promotive of, the preponderant influence of the 
aristocracy in our system of government—we are 
of opinion that the termination of the war is at 
hand. 

Aristocratic mismanagement cannot survive the 
exposures it has recently undergone, unless it is 
speedily put an end to. Our army, drawing its 
rank and file from the body of the people, is system- 
atically officered by scions from the ruling classes. 
The staff of our Commander-in-chief, and, indeed, 
almost all the posts of influence and authority, are 
appropriated to men whose qualifications are de- 
rived from birth, not merit. They are as gallant 
as men can be on the battle. Held. and they 
willingly share with others the dangers of the 
campaign. But they know not how to work, and 
they can more readily dare than patiently endure. 
The discomforts of a camp life in a winter campaign 
sicken them, as well they may, and they are re- 
questing, by hundreds, to be relieved of their 
commands, and be allowed to retire. This is one 
step towards peace. 

mehow, moreover, the process of the war is 
not so brilliant as it once promised to be. It has 
done nothing to glorify mere rank, as such. The 
chief merits of our army belong to the men—not 
to the commander—not even to the officers—but 
to the subalterns and privates. Skill there has 
been none—no maneuvring—no demonstrations 
of foresight—no strategical ingenuity—no calcu- 
lation of combined and opposing forces. That 
mistakes have been committed every one is ready 
to confess—and they are mistakes on the part of 
some, whoever they may be, filling ts of 
authority. Such glory as fas been won, has been 
won by the nobodies in the ranks—such disgrace 
as has been incurred, has been incurred by those 
above them. Government may be at fault, or 
Lord Raglan’s staff, or this or that official depart- 
ment. The only thing certain is, that the fault is 
not with the men who really fight the country’s 
battles. This is another approach to peace. 1 
war will not be protracted in which aristocracy is 
chief loser.

FACULTY SACRIFICED TO FAVOUR.

Who felt not stirred 
within him by the dawn of 1855, a fresh gush of 
solicitude for those with whom the dawn was 
already turned into the day,—and whom it had 
lighted, perhaps to weary watching, perhaps to 
fatal conflict ! 

This universal bent of thought and feeling does 
not weaken as the hours speed on—for they bring 
no intelligence to relieve anxiety or to mitigate 
sorrow. mists of imperfect information still 
hang about the shores of the Crimea—and the rays 


of light that struggle through, show us nothing to | sid 


console or encourage. Official despatches we 
have none—nothing but returns of the killed 
and wounded in miserable skirmishes. The cor- 
respondence of the leading journal is suppressed 
or miscarried. The letters that arrive,—whether 
from newspaper commissioners, officers, or privates, 
—tell the same dreary tale; and yet report the 
glancing of a sun-beam with candour and gratitude. 
The very air of resolute cheerfulness which most 
of these communications wear, assures us that 
there is no exaggeration in their unrepining 
descriptions of a state of misery whose causes it is 
for us to investigate. It is denied, indeed, that 
things are so bad as they are described to be in 
these self-attesting reports, but the denial is made 
at home; the reports are made, in writing, from 
the spot. Let us put together the intimations 
they supply. 

t is mid-winter in the Crimea. The hurricane 
of November the 12th, accompanied by snow, has 
been followed by torrents of rain, continuing 
without intermission up to December the 6th. 
The tents, torn and shaken by the blast, have 
been drenched again and again. The sleeper, 
stretched upon his damp mattress, or wrapped in 
his blanket, inhales the breath of his earthy 
floor and his canvass roof. The sentry, pacing on 
his muddy beat, and his fellows cowe under 
a wall of sand-bags or loose stones, shiver in 
the rain. The workers and watchers in the 
trenches, ankle-deep in sludge, find no protection 
from the shower in their threadbare coats. 
Sleepers, sentries, workmen, guards, aroused or 
returning, would fain find refreshment in warm 
and sufficient food. Coffee, pork, and biscuit, are 
served out. The coffee is green, and must be 
roasted and ground before it can be “made.” 
The pork, too, is raw, and must be roasted or 
boiled before eating. Happy if of biscuit there is 
enough! ations zun -short—one day’s food 
sometimes serves for two—a sequestered 
ment has even been two days without the food of one! 
Fuel, moreover, has to be looked for when wanted. 
The Crimea is not a well wooded country. There 
were nothing but a few spare trees and stunted 
bushes when we landed. Their very roots are 
now being grubbed up for the materials of the 
camp fires. When men fare thus badly, beasts 
must needs fare much worse. Horses, —— 
ent their nosebags, bite and kick each other in 
very hunger, waste to mere skeletons, and die. A 
Light Dragoon says, when his troop removed from 
Inkermann to Balaklava, they had to lead the poor 
stumbling brutes that once had so proudly borne 
them. For lack of beasts of burden, the men 
have themselves to carry supplies of whatever 
must be had along the eight miles of morass be- 
tween the depét and the camp. Even the ar 
service has lost so many horses, and those that re- 
main are so weakened, that the guns disabled by 
the fire of the besieged cannot be replaced. The 
soldier and his dumb friend suffer together, and all 
at once, from cold, hunger, and excessive labour. 
These are every where conditions fatal to life. 
Men die of these things in the slums of London 
and Liverpool — in the fens of Lincolnshire 
and even in the happy valleys of Kent.

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RETROSPECT OF 1854, 


Several of the daily journals have contained a 
lengthened retrospect of the principal. political and 
social events of the past year, from whicli we have 
compiled the following bare summary, leaving our 
readers to draw from them their own deductions. — 
The year 1854 found us in a mood of sorrow and 
indignation, under the recent news of the massacre of 
the Turks, and the destruction of theit shipe at Sinope, 
which was shortly followed by information that the 
French squadron had entered the Black Sea, 
and slut up the Russian fleet in Sebastopol. At home 
the main political topic was the allegod uneonstitu- 
tional interference of Prince Albert, with « view to 
pretent a rupture with Russia. On occasion of the 
opening of Parliament on the last day of January, the 
unpopularity of the Prince was obvious enough in the 
streets, The explanations of Ministers, however, some- 
what restored him to his place in the popular regard, 
and since that time, events have placed the Prince and 
his opinions on the popular side. The severity of the 
weather during the first month of the year was groat. 
The railways were for the most part stopped ep, at one 
point or another; and not only were the mails thus 
detained for several days, but the electric telegraph 
was set fast, from its wires being brokon, or their posts 
blown down by storms. In the middle ot the month, 
riots broke out in Devonshire and Somersetshire about 
the price of, not only bread, but other provisions; but 
Early in February the significant incidont occurred , 
of the withdrawal of the Russian ambassadors from 
Paris and London—from Paris on the 6th, and from 
London on the 8th, On tho 18th was issued the 
Queen's proclamation against the exportation of muni- 
tions of war and steam machinery; and the embaroation, 
at Southampton, of tho Grenadier and Coldstream 
Guards for Turkey, on the 20th, was a still more signifi- 
Gant indication of the coming storm. On the 18th an 
unfavourable answer had been received in Parts to « 
letter from the French Emperor to the Czar; and on 
the 27th the last attempt at an amigable settlement was 
made, On that day couriers started from 
London and Paris, bearing each a summons 
to the Czar to pledge himself to the evacuation of 
the Principalities by his troops by the 30th of April. 
On the llth, the Baltic fleet was reviewed by the 


stantinople ; and on the 28th, the Queen's declaration 
of war with Russia appeared in the London Gasstte. 
By this time, the Russians had crossed the Danube 
and entered the Dobrudscha. Meanwhile, the Greek 
insurrection assumed scrious proportions, and the Am- 
bassador of the two Powers withdrew from Bt. Athens. 
A few days more, and (on the 31st) succours arrived to 
cheer the hearts of the Ottomans; in the form of the

During the month of May there was some blockading 
of the Russian coasts in the Baltic, and a good deal of 
speculation about the disposition of the Powers whose 
shores were washed by that Sea. The Danes were not 
at first so cordial as they have become since the im- 
provement in their own political prospects, and the 
opening of their new railway undor English auspices, 
The Swedes and Norwogians were cordial at first, and 


the passing months have revealed more of the mind 
and condition of Russia. At this time the sad news 
arrived of the accident to the Tiger, close by Odessa, 
by which the vessel was lost, and two hundred British 
taken prisoners. On the 17th of the month, the Rus- 
— . — 
every Englishman remembers, to t ma- 
nagement of our countrymen, Oaptain Butler and 
Lieutenant Nasmyth, one of whom died in the fortress, 
and the other since, Then followed the despatch of 
the allied troops to Varna, They commenced landing 
on the 29th, and began to form the encampment which 
was to prove so fatal to many hundreds of them. 
Meantime, the Greek trouble had been put down for 
the time by French and English intervention, , 
The long days of June did not suffice to effect any- 
thing of moment in the Baltic, though there was some 
burning of stores on the coast of Finland, and Tornea 
was oooupied by the force under Admiral Plumridge on 
the 8th. A week afterwards the French fleet joined 
the British, At the other seat of war the grand event 
aosurred on the 16th, of the raising of the siege of 
Bilistria, determining, as we have since been informed 
in Parliament, the expedition to the Crimea, and, in fact, 
the eondugt of the war. Meanwhile, the whole health of 
our tres in the Bast had already begun to suffer, and 
cholera broke out both in the camp and in the fleet. At 


home the grand event of the month was the opening of 


the Orystel Palace at Sydenham, on the 10th, by the 
Sovereign, her family and court, the young King of 
Portugal and his brother being present. Of the 
general proceedings of Parliament wo say little, having 
ao often adverted to the leading features of the Par- 
liamentary campaign 

In July, cholera, the dreaded scourge, came upon 
the metropolis, commencing with five fatal cases in the 
middle of the month. The weekly number increased 
till the end of the second week of September, when the 
Geaths from cholera were 2,050 in London. From that 
date the disease declined as fast as it had risen, 
and went out with November. Fearful as the 
visitation waa, the mortality was 26 per cent. leas in 
London in 1854 than in 1849, the cholera deaths 
being 45 per 10,000 inhabitants this year to 60 per 
10,000 in 1849, Its fatality in various parts of the 
country seems to yield the inference, that the mitiga- 
tion of the evil in London is owing to improved sani- 
tary management, and the more, because the City, in 
which sanitary ‘improvement has gone furthest, now 
furnished only 1-50th to the mortality, instead of 
1-20th, as in 1849. It was a mournful season, at 
home and abroad. Terrible were the acoonnts from 
Varna of the progress of the pestilence, The 
silure of the Russians at Silistria, and a sub- 
sequent defeat at Giurgevo, hastened thelr retreat 
from the Principalities. They left Bucharest before 
the end of July, and were presently succeeded by 
Omer Pasha, and then by the Austrains. In Asia, 
the Russians were for the moment signally successful 
in routing the ill-offlcered Turkish force, French 
troops had meantime been sent to the Baltic, and on 
the 14th of August the one achiewmont of the cam- 
paign there was acocomplished—Bomarsund, with 3,000 
Ressians, surrendered; the fortifications were do- 
atroyed, and the capital of Sweden was delivered from 
a continuous menace. The month ofJuly was full of 
portents in regard to foreign states. The Viceray of 
Egypt died on the 13th, very suddenly—whether by 
apoplexy or murder is uncertain. There was a revolu- 
tien in Spain, which took nobody by surprise. On the 
17th there were barricades in the streets of Madrid; 
and the recall of Eepartero, the assembling of the 
Cortes, and the banishment of the Queen- Mother speedily 
followed, The soup an in Denmark, on the 29th 
ef the month, possesses little political significance now 
that something like a constitutional regime has suc- 
odd to the Oersted autocracy. 

On the 9th of August, the King of Saxony was killed 
by an accident, and succeeded by his brother, who is 
understood to be even more inclined in favour of 
despotic government than his predecessor. Par in the 
East, the Chinese insurgents wore attacking Canton, 
and the Japanese were promising the Csar, with a 
reliableness probably equal to his own, that in one year 
they would throw open their trade to all the world. 
Far in the West, a captain of the United States navy 
was burning down Greytown on the Nicaragus, for an 
alleged insult to the American Consul. On tho 12th 
of August, the Queen prorogued Parliament, closing a 
session which had produced few results of importance, 
though perhaps as many as could be expected in the first 
year of war aftersolonga peace.

THE PERIODICALS. 


To the reviewer, the field of literature is bounded 
by the edges of his own library table. Beyond 
those limits, books are to him only as to other men 
—known, and yet unknown; seen, but not recog- 
nised. Not a matter of dignity only is this—it is 
also usually a necessity. Thus it is in our own 
case, at this time. ell-pleased as we might be 
to include in our survey of periodical literature 
certain of its conspicuous members that do not find 
their way to our table, but with which we are 
nevertheless familiar, justice to those that do find 
their way thither, with more or less regularity, and 
to the embarrassing number of sometimes forty or 
fifty per month, requires that we should take no 
— of these well-known absentees. We have 
ranged the pile that has been accumulating before 
us through the past week into some half-dozen 
lesser ‘lee, and will endeavour to characterize, 
justly, however-briefly, their constituent particles 
—varying in price and bulk from the six-shilling 
octavo to the halfpenny “folio of four es;“ 
characterising rather from our general knowledge 
of each, than from the single specimen labelled 
Jauuary, 1854.” 

Of the QuaRTERLIEs, only one —the Pritish— 
had made its appearance when we sat down to 
write—stately, slow-moving bodies as they are. 
It is necessary, therefore, to postpone the enumera- 
tion of their high and enduring merits. 

Next in size and importance to the quarterlies 
stands a heap that we have designated the Masor 
Montuuies. At the top of these, smiling upon 
us with the face of garrulous, good-humoured, elo- 
quent age, is Blackwood. Over its pages 
Uhistopher North no longer sheds the light of his 
wayward genius ; but Alison thunders up and down 
in harmless Tory wrath, and Warren scatters 
juridicial and ethical lightnings that amuse though 
they do not terrify he charm of Blackwood, 


is in its story-telling and reviewing. Few can 
equal the author of“ Katie Stewart” in the narra- 
tion of the household epic, and few surpass the 
author of “ Lady Lee’s Widowhood” in the more 
ambitious novel of military and high life. The 
latter writer is — to be the correspon- 
dent from the camp, a second communication 
from whom appears in this number; and we think 
we detect the delicate pen of the former in the 
opening chapters of “ Zaidee.“ Of the reviewing, 
a capital specimen is the article on Thackeray— 
shrewd and strong, but genial.—Fraser is a younger 
and less rollicking Blackwood. Through its 
pages large contributions to our standard litera- 
ture have been made—as by Carlyle and Kingsley. 
Its fictions are generally awarded the honour of 
republication. Its papers on natural history, and 
on foreign literature and politics, are curious, 
learned, highly interesting, and well-timed. The 
resources and encroachments of Russia, and 
still more lately, the state of parties in Spain, 
it has illustrated with a copiousness and 
promptitude that have made all journalists its 
debtors. Its bose contributors are also true 
oets;—and, eminent amongst them, Frederick

It seems to 
have attained an extensive circulation, —in India 
and the colonies, as well as at hame; and to have 
deserved its success by the skilful variation of its 
contents.—The Biographical Magazine continues 
its well-aimed efforts te familiarize the whole read- 
ing public with“ The illustrious men and women of 
our own and of all ages.” ‘The index appended to 
the sixth volume shows how steadily the design 
has been pursued—with an apparent disregard of 
associations of time, place, or character, but with 
a real adaptation to the differing tastes and eom- 
mon wants of readers. “Accuracy in the statement 
of facts, and impartiality in the analysis of cha- 
racter,” we believe the biographies invariably dis- 
play—and sometimes to these requisites are added 
a really brilliant method of treatment. A half- 
yearly obituay of eminent persons, is—if we 
understand aright an announcement in the present 
number — to supersede those hastily written 
sketches of the recent dead which are the least 
satisfactory performances of the series.—Pictorial 
Pages, is the title of a penny monthly gheet; well 
fitted, we should say, by its pictures and literature 


alike, to pioneer the way of better things into, 


the dull brains and sluggish hearts of a very 
ignorant population. It was originated, we be- 

eve, by the Rev. Henry Townley; and is worthy 
of his pious, philanthropic mind.
